Senator Gore of Oklahoma, who re- 
cently announced his purpose of intro- 
ducing a bill (o prohibit American cit- 
izens from traveling on armed mer-.

which is a modification of one he in- 
troduced January 5, and which has 
been held up ever since in the foreign 
relations committee.

STILL RAGING. 


Paris, February 23.—The battle of 
Verdun continues with growing inten- 
sity. It extends over a front of 40

gaged. This announcement was made 
officially by the war office tonight. 

The communication reads: 

“In Belgium the destructive fire of 
our artillery opened several breaches 
in the German trenches in front of 
Steenstraete.. 

To the north of the Aisne our bat- 
terles shattered enemy organizations 
on the plateau of Vauclerc. 

“In the region to the north of Ver- 
dun the German attack, as was fore- 
seen, developed into a very important

“The battle continued today with in- 
creasing intensity, and was energeti- 
cally withstood by our troops, who 
inflicted extremely heavy losses on the 
enemy. The bombardment with shells 
of heavy caliber was uninterrupted, 
and our artillery responded with ‘equal 
violence. It extended along a front 
of nearly 40 kilometers (25 miles), from 


Malancourt as far as the region oppo- 


site Etain. 


“The actions of the German infantry. 


were carried out by very heavy ef- 
fectives, comprising troops of seven 
different army corps who followed each 
other during the course of the day be- 
tween Brabant-Sur-Meuse and Ormes.

That concentrated municipal government 
is the best method of getting one hundred 
cepts worth of service for each dollar paid 
in city taxes is strongly indicated in.a re- 
port of the municipal reference bureau of 
the University of Missouri, 4 summary of 
_ which appears in The St. Louis Star. 

Letters were written by this bureau to 
approximately 350 cities in the United 
States which have adopted the commission 
plan, or a similarly concentrated govern- 
ment method, and replies received from 
300 of them are practically unanimous in 
the general conclusion that they have 
found it more successful than the old 
mayor and council form.

‘BUILDING AN INDUSTRY. 


Congressman E. J, Hill, of Connecticut, 
is the author of a bill now pending in con- 
gress providing for the imposition of such 
an import tax on foreign dyestuffs as will 
prevent the dumping of them into the 
United States after the close of the Euro- 
pean war, at prices ruinous to such industry 
as may be developed to meet the crisis of 
our dyestuff famine. 

The Constitution publishes today a spe- 
cial article from its Washington correspond- 
ent, Mr. Corrigan, based upon hearings held 
before the house ways and’ means commit- 
tee, which is strongly indicative of the ne- 
cessity for congressional action, if the dye- 
stuff industry is to be established within 
the United States and maintained against 
possible ruinous German competition. 

Among the speakers before the commit- 
tee in dealing with this subject was Fuller 
E. Callaway, of LaGrange, a leading cotton 
manufacturer of this state. Mr. Callaway 
pointed out that it was useless even to hope 
for relief under existing conditions, because 
capital would under no circumstances em- 
bark extensively in an enterprise which the 
present laws of the United States would 
permit to be undermined and bankrupted 
within a very brief period after peace has 
been declared and German competition be- 
gins its attack upon it. Gunby Jordan, an 
eminent Georgia. cotton mill authority, has 
for months been arguing the same thing. 

In urging his measure before the com- 
mittee, Congressman Hill, declaring that if 
the war continued much longer we might 
ultimately have to change the colors in the 
American flag, commented upon the deep 
humiliation’ which this government must 
feel in being compelled humbly to beg from 
the German government the privilege of 
buying in that country the dyestuffs needed 
to print our paper money and make our 
postage and revenue stamps, The request 
was granted, and Great Britain consented to 


the shipment, but upon condition that it be 


a cash purchase for government use only. 

While incidents of this sort indicate our 
poverty in foundations for the building of 
most essential industries, there is another 
very important side to the question. The 
same coal tar products from which dyestuffs 
are made are also the basis of essential ex- 
plosives used in modern warfare. There is 
within the United States today scarcely a 
plant manufacturing explosives from raw 
materials derived within the limits of this 
country. There are one or two small and 
inadequate dyestuff factories which might 
be converted into such plants, but they 
would not be a drop in the bucket in case of 
war. Our nitrates, the chief basis of explo- 
sives, come wholly from Chile. War would 
shut off the supply in a twinkling, . as it has 
done in the case of Germany. 

Although the war problem is an im- 
portant factor, what we are chiefly inter- 
ested in now is industrial development. The 
dyestuff famine affects not only the cotton 
mills and the cotton trade, but thousands 
of industries into which aniline colors enter. 
Through these it goes back to the producer 
of cotton and other raw materials. It is a 
problem which is literally interwoven in the 
very warp and woof of our vast commer- 
cial life. 

Congress can and must make possible 
both the development and maintenance of 
this industry in the United States.

Measure Recommended. 

With this in view, the: American Chemi- 
cal society, representing 10,000 chemists, of 
which gociety Dr. Charles H. Herty, of Chap~ 
el Hill, N. C., the originator of the Herty 
system of turpentining, is president, has 
made recommendations for such a measure. 
Their views have been embodied in “house 
bill No. 702, offered by Representative E. J. 
Hill, of Connecticut. 

Fuller E. Callaway, of LaGrange, one of 
the south's leading cotton manufacturers and 
level-headed business men, told the house 
and ways committee that his people would 
be willing to pay the tax needed to build up 
this industry. His mills do not make dyed 


all producers are affected. Fully 70 per- 
cent of the cotton manufactures passes 
through the dyer's hands before reaching the 
consumer. If dyes are not provided the in- 
finite variety of colored goode which the 
market demands cannot be supplied, that 
means less demand for cotton and lower 
prices.

Representative Ebenezer J. Hill, rae Con- 
necticut, in discussing the pending bill, rec- 
ommended by the American Chemical soci- 
ety, assured the house last Monday that if 
the 'Huropean war continued long we might 
ultimately have to change the colors in the 
American flag.

Such consent 
is only granted upon condition that the state 
department shall make a cash purchase in 
its own name, for governmental use only, 
and guarantee that they shall not be used 
for commercial purposes.

Dallas, Texas, February 23.—The re- 
ceivership suft brought against the 


Texas and Pacific Railway company by 


the Bankers” Trust Company of New 
York, was dismissed by Judge E. R. 
Meek in United States district court 
here today on the grounds of lack of 
jurisdiction. Attorneys for the plain- 
tiff said an appeal would be taken. 
The dismissal. order also applied to 
the New. Orleans Pacific railroad, a co- 
defendant in the receivership proceed- 
ings. Decision on this phase of the 
case had been: reserved by Judge Meek 
—— the entire cause d been ar- 


In dismissing the suit, Judge Meek 
acted on a motion of the railroad, an- 
swering the bill on complaint as filed 
by the Bankers’ Trust company. Trial 
of the case on its merits was never 
reached. 

In announcing his decision Judge 
Meek said he had grave doubts as to 
whether the act of 1915, as contended 
by the defendants, applied to this case. 
He said he realized, however, the re- 
sponsibility placed on him, the possi- 
bilities of future litigation arising 
from his decision, and believed that, in 
justice to both sides, he should leave 
the question to the supreme court of 
the United States. The aet of 1913 
gave state courts jurisdiction in suits 

against railways incorporated under act 
— congress. i 
“When congress incorporates a rail- 
road company there goes with the char- 
ter all powers, duties and liabilities, 
said Judge Meek, “but I don’t believe 
that any United States court has juris- 
diction solely because of the charter, 
‘for the reason that all these powers 
and duties are an inherent part of the 
corporation as well as the charter. 

Congress has seen fit to withdraw 
from is court jurisdiction over any 
action by or against the Texas and Pa- 
cific on the ground that the railroad 
has a federal charter, with the effect 
that there will be no constant recur- 
rence of questions as to whether the 
charter gives them federal jurisdiction. 

J fee] that it is incumbent upon me 
to cast the burden upon the complain- 
ant of establishing the jurisdiction of 
this court through an expression from 
the supreme court of the United States.”
